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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is in response to Applicants' Amendment to Office Action dated 
June 17, 2004, faxed June 29, 2004, and Applicants' Supplemental Amendment faxed August 6, 
2004. 

1-1. Claims 7-9 and 17-19 have been amended; claims 6 and 16 have been cancelled; claims 
1-2, 4-5, 7-11, 13-14, and 17-19 are pending. 

1- 2. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-11,13-14, and 17-19 have been examined and allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2- 1. The closest prior art of record discloses: 

(1) A hierarchical Bayes approach (Matsumoto et al., "Reconstruction and Prediction of 
Nonlinear Dynamical System: A Hierarchical Bayes Approach with Neural Nets"); 

(2) A variational inference engine for probabilistic graphical model (Bishop et al., U.S. 
Patent 6,556,960 Bl); and 

(3) A relevance vector machine for data modeling (Tipping, U.S. Patent 6,633,857 Bl). 
2-2. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-1 1, 13-14, and 17-19 are deemed novel and non-obvious over the prior 
art of record and are allowed. The claims are allowed in view of the claim amendments received 
by PTO March 1, 2004, and June 29, 2004, respectively, as well as Applicants' arguments made 
at pages 10-18 in the Amendment received by PTO March 1, 2004.
